Cooperative Training At EHS 


The Industrial Cooperative Train- 
ing Program (formerly called D.O.) 
at Elba High School is a two-year 
program offering up to three credits 
per year for successful completion. It 
is open to 11th and 12th grade 
students who have an occupational 
objective set for themselves; that is, 
those students who are seeking an 
introduction to, and training in, a 
chosen field. 

The Co-op program is, as its 
name suggests, a program of coop 
eration between the school and the 
local business community. Students 
receive one hour per day of related 
classroom study. This is in the form 
of individualized study guides which 
instruct the student in the theory of 
their chosen field. Students also 
receive in-class instructions on good 
work habits, attitudes, human 
relations, and consumer education. 

The Co-op students spend a 
minimum of three hours a day in 
on-the-job training at various local 
businesses. This is very valuable 
training, as students are in a real 
working situation, and under the 
supervision of qualified trainers. The 
school and supervised on-the-job 
experiences are coordinated by the 
school coordinator and _ the 
employers so that each can con 
tribute to the students employability 

The success of the co-op program 
is not only dependent upon 
classroom instruction but also upon 
the training which is offered by 
businesses in the community 


Students receive a classroom grade 
and a grade from their employers 
who are, in effect, instructors for the 
school 

We, at Elba High School are very 
fortunate to have local businesses 
who are willing to train these 
students. Forty-two students are 
currently employed. Students 
earnings totaled approximately 
$120,000 last year for the nine month 
school term

Statements 


An Individual Retirement Arrange- 
ment should be chosen carefully and

IRS explains, and savers should com 
pare IRAs from these different sources 
to choose the one that is best for his or 
her situation.

* How much are the fees? 

* What is the interest rate and how is 
it figured? 

* How much will you have in your 
account when you are ready to 
retire?

Check Details 

Even though the federal tax law on 
IRAs in general requires complete and 
accurate disclosure by financial institu 
tions important details are sometimes 
omitted, the IRS notes.

The IRS notes that the Tax Reform 
Act of 1984 requires that taxpayers 
must contribute to their IRAs by April 
15, 1985 for the contribution to apply 
to the 1984 tax year.

COMPOST PILES 


Some of Coffee County’s top 
gardeners build a compost pile to use 
leaves and other waste materials to 
keep a good supply of organic 
material for the garden. 

Why not build a bin and as the 
leaves begin to shed be ready for a 
place to put them. It is easy to do 
and an unending supply of good soil 
will be ready when it is needed. 

A bin 10 feet square and 6 feet 
deep is sufficient space to produce 2 
to 2% tons of well-rotted compost 
per year, provided the bin is kept 
filled. A good method to use in 
filling the bin is as follows: 

1. Place 10 to 12 inches of leaves in 
the bottom of the bin. 

2. Wet the leaves good with water. 

3, Cover with 1 inch soil. 

4. Sprinkle 4 to 5 pounds of 8-8-8, 

13-13-13, or other complete fertilizer 

over the soil. 

Repeat these steps until the bin is 
full. Leave a depression in the 
center of the pile so rain water will 
soak down through the mass. 
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PECAN TREE TRANSPLANTING 

If you haven't transplanted your 
pecan trees by now, do so by early 
March. Plant the trees at the same 
depth they grew in the nursery. 
When transplanting, be sure the side 
or feeder are left pointing 
outward as they are normally. 

Place good topsoil that’s high in 
Organic matter around the tree. The 
soil’s pH shouldn't be below 6.5, or 
your trees won't do well. 

Water is also important for newly 
planted trees Add at least five 
gallons around each tree. Then, 
water as needed during dry weather. 

Pecan trees for transplanting 
should be small. Pecan trees are 
often three or four years old and may 
be from six to nine feet tall before 
they're put on the market. Ex- 
tension Horticulturist Bill Goff says 
there's no advantage in buying 
larger trees 

In research conducted at Auburn 
University’s Gulf Coast Substation, 
pecan trees tow and three feet tall 


roots 


were planted at the same time as 
trees that were six to seven tall. 
After six years, the trees were the 
same size. 

As long as the trees are healthy 
and properly cared for, smaller trees 
will grow and produce as well as 
larger ones. And, growers, can save 
money by buying smaller trees for 
transplanting, since larger trees cost 
more. 


SMALL GARDEN 

Bigger isn’t always best when it 
comes to planting a garden. A 
well-managed garden will often 
produce more than a large, 
neglected one. Also, you can keep a 
smaller garden more attractive and it 
may seem more fun to work in. A 
large garden can easily become more 
work than fun. 

Your garden should not require 
more than 7 to 10 hours of work per 
week. If it takes more time than this, 
the garden will become such a job 
that you will neglect it.
